Voice in Wilderness 

For yeara the American Farm Bureau 
federation has contended that federal 
aid profframs, particularly the. farm, crop 

■jiubsidieB, are wrpng and hurt more than 
they help. The £edoratlori contendfl that 
the laws of supply and demand are quite 
flufificient to guide farm production and 
will do a much better job than any eub- 
flldy; program. ; - ^ . ' 

Now Farm Bureau Preaident Charles 
B. Sliumaii has gone a step farther and 

-charges immorality in auch programs as 
the fetUral farm aid, medical care,.houa- 
Ing, aid to education and similar social 
programs. Ho contends they..vioIate di- 
ving Intention that individual man should 
accetit greater, and greater responsibility 
along those lines rather than shift them 
to government. 

"These matters are moral as well as 
economic," President Shuman told the 
43rd annual convention of the Farm 
Bureau In Chicago. 

. Mr. Shuman has a powerful argument 
■and even hig'oppolrients aro likely to have 
the uneasy feeling that he's probably 
right. However, hla is a voice in the wlld- 

■.ernosa^nd even flupportiiig reablutlons 
from the Farm Bureau convention will

olong with minimum price Inaurance. 

That'a tho way it fa with nearly all 
subsidy programa. Once they're eatab- 
llahed, they become part and parcel of 
■whatever Industry or activity in involved. 
Participants learn rapidly to use the sub- 
sidy proprram ias a crutch and then either 
resist efforts to remove the crutch or 
~ feel that It la easentlal to operationa. 
Like It or not, the various federal aid 
programs will bo with, ua for tho foresee- 
■. 'able future, contributing their share in 
tho growth and expansion of a federal 
welfare state. It's refreshing to hear auch 
opposition aa that voiced by the Amer- 
ican Farm Bureau federation, but a great 
deal more effort-will be required to re- 
J verae tho prcaent trend.
